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This  document  reviews  the  1 994-95  science  course  entrance  requirements  for  Alberta’s 
universities  and  technical  institutes.  Students  should  contact  the  post-secondary  institution 
they  want  to  attend  to  be  sure  they  have  all  the  necessary  information. 

Points  to  remember: 

• all  of  Alberta’s  universities  and  technical  institutes  require  specific  30-level  courses  for 
entry  into  the  different  faculties  and  programs.  By  itself,  a high  school  diploma  does  not 
guarantee  entrance  into  any  post-secondary  program. 

• Biology  30,  Chemistry  30,  Physics  30  and  Science  30  are  all  considered  academic 
science  courses  for  entrance  into  post-secondary  programs.  However,  different 
faculties  and  programs  will  require  a different  combination  of  these  courses. 


• students  and  parents  should  become  familiar  with  the  entrance  requirements  of  the 
program  students  want  to  enter,  and  should  select  their  high  school  courses  accordingly. 


The  University 
of  Alberta 


Admission  to  all  University  of  Alberta  programs  is  based  on  the  completion  of  five  30-level 
courses.  These  courses  differ  depending  on  the  program  the  student  is  seeking  admission 
to.  The  University  of  Alberta  classifies  all  Alberta  academic  grade  1 2 courses  into  four 
groups.  The  science  and  math  courses  are  in  Group  C. 

Group  C includes: 

• Biology  30 

• Chemistry  30 

• Physics  30 

• Science  30 

• Mathematics  30 

• Mathematics  31 

Important  points  about  admission  to  the  University  of  Alberta: 

• some  faculties  and  programs  require  one,  two  or  three  Group  C courses 

• some  programs  allow  the  students  to  present  any  combination  of  Group  C courses, 
while  other  programs  specify  which  Group  C courses  the  student  must  present.

The  basic  general  admission  requirement  is  five  30-level  courses.  These  courses  will  vary 
depending  on  the  program  chosen.

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The  University  of  Calgary  has  a pre-program  under  the  Faculty  of  General  Studies  which  is 
the  entry  route  to  several  other  degree  programs.  The  entrance  requirements  to  the  Faculty 
of  General  Studies  may  differ  from  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  program  a student 
hopes  to  transfer  into.  Students  should  therefore  ensure  they  meet  the  entry  requirements 
of  both  programs.

To  enter  the  Faculty  of  General  Studies,  students  must  have  the  following: 

• English  30 

• Mathematics  30  or  a language  other  than  English  at  the  30  level 

• three  additional  30-level  courses,  chosen  according  to  requirements  of  the  degree 
program  the  student  wishes  to  enter.

Transfer  to  Other  Faculties/Proqrams 


Students  who  successfully  complete  their  pre-program  in  the  Faculty  of  General  Studies  can 
apply  to  other  University  of  Calgary  programs.

All  first  year  students  are  registered  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  Students  may 
continue  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  degree  programs,  or  they  may  prepare  for 
admission  to  other  degree  programs  or  for  transfer  to  professional  faculties  at  other 
universities.
